The Emperor Gallus, in the 
Peace he made with the Goths, not only fuffered them to 
return over the Danube with all the Spoils and Prifoners 
they had taken in the Ravage of T/yace and Macedon, but 
fubmitted to pay them an annual Contribution to prevent 
their invading the Roman Provinces: And yet, fays the 
Hiftorian, however feandalous this may appear, G./lus 
neverthelefs mide as magnificent an Entrance into Rome, 
a: if he had conquered the Gor/s, and ttruck Medals, {till 
extant, in Honour of this ignominious Peace. 

Bat what comes neareft to our own Cafe is, the ditho- 
nourable Peace of Hina ins, who, after making a Ceffion of 
certain Countries to the Gowns, triumphed at Rome. But, 
continues the Eliflorian, the Joy of this ‘Triumph mutt 
have procecded rather from Refleétion, that the Romar: 
had ejcaped a total Defolation than that they could boalt of 
any Vittory. 

As the Fraterculi feem to partake very much of the Dil- 
pofition of the Minniers of Gallus and Honorius, and that 
their Peace appears to be much of the fame Nature with 
thofe of their's; it can’t be well wondered at, that they 
took the fame Means to amufe the Public, and bribe the 
Paffions of the Multitude into Quictnefs 5 for, as the old 
Adage has it, To be poor and /cem poor is very unadvis’d in 
thefe degenerate Times, when Wealth and Dignity are the 
Obje&ts of every Mind; fo, to make up a bad Peace, 
and own it to be fo, by a fullen Mourning of Sorrow over 
it, mutt be very impolitic and imprudent.

Accordingly the Count ke 
out for Burges on Saturday accompanied by the Cardinal 
de Rouchefoucalt, Archbifhop of that City, after all his 
Papers had been feal’d up by the King’s Orders. It is 

iven out that the King will appoint two Minifters and 
Secretaries of State for each Depariment ; and chagone will 
have the Eait; the other the Weft Province affign’d him. 
‘This at leaft is thought certain with refpe& to the Marine 
and pug > Affairs. Not only the Archbithop of Tours, 
and the Bifhop of Rennes, but the Bifhop of Langres, 
and another Prelate have been difgrac’d. Several of our 
News Writers have been taken up within thefe few Days.
